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THE VELVET | 
EXPERIENCE 


Will Not Chafe 


or Bruise, But is Inviting 


THE JESUS LIFE TO BE REPRODUCED IN HIS FOLLOWERS 


The inoffensive life is the best|aud does not want them hurt by 


life to live. A life that causes 
no displeasure in others is at a| 
premium. James says, “‘If any | 
offend not in word, the same! 
is a perfect man.” A smooth, 
oily, pleasant disposition will 
always have friends. 

In describing the character- 
istics of workers Paul says, 
“Giving no offence in any- 
thing.”” To have such an ex-| 
perience is certainly delightful. 
No collisions; no breaking off 
of confidence; no rasping influ- 
ences; no backbiting; nothing 
doing that will hurt the other 
one uuless it is because the other 
one has done wrong or is wrong. 

In his letter to the Oolossians 
Paul describes the clothing of 
the Ohristian when he says; ‘‘Put 
on therefore , x x bowels of mer- 
cies, kindness, humbleness of 
mind, meeknegs, etc. The Syriac 
translation uses the words, ‘‘ten- 
derness,’’ ‘‘gentleness.’’ This 
sounds like soft raiment. Noth- 
jing to appear harsh, or hard, or 
roughly lay+ blame on others. 
And this is to be a real experi- 
ence. No matter what the dis- 
position has been; no matter how 
rough or what kind of hard ex- 
pressions have been used, they 
are all gone now since dressing 
up in the royalrobe. This is the 
velvet experience. 

Again Paul describes the dis- 
position of a Ohristian when he 
says, ‘Let all bitterness, and 
wrath, and anger, and clamour, 
and evil speaking, be put away 
from you, withall malice: And 
be ye .kind one to another, ten- 
der hearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Ohrist’s 
sake hath forgiven you.”’ (Eph. 
4:81,37.) If you are not tender 
If you 
do not have the forgiving spirit 
you ought to have it. If you 
have any bitterness or a disposi- 
tion for evil speaking you need 
some help—you need sympathy 
and pity. You need to be loved 
so good that all of the bitterness 
and evil speaking will vanish 
from your disposition. 


It will take a real genuine 
velvet experience to make you 
so you can measure up to Paul’s 
teaching at another place. ‘‘Give 
none offence’? says Paul. This 
will require the use of words 
properly seasoned with grace. 
To measure up to this require- 
ment you will have to have an 
experience that is very mellow, 
sweet and loving. I never saw 
one too much this way. 

Pan carries this subjectfurther 
and tells who should not be of- 
fended by you. The first is, you 
must not offend the Jews. They 
are the Lord’s chosen people, but 
that is not the special reason that 
you should not offend them. 
Second, you are not to offend 
the Gentiles. They, too, are) 
loved by the Lord, and the plan 
of salvation was made for them, 
too, bat that isnot the reason 
you should not offend them. 
Third, you are not to offend the 
Ohurch of God. Jesus gave Him- 
self for the church and lovee it 
dearly, but thatis not\the reason 
you should not offend it. 

Now , what is the reason you 
should give no offence to the 
Jews, nor the Gentiles, nor to 
the Church of Ged, if it is not 


your offence?

It is you person- 
that He is after. Paul 
is appealing to the Oorinthian 
church. He is trying to get them 
balanced up. He wants them so 
pure, so faultless thet he can 
present them as a chaste virgin 
to Christ. This he cannot do if 


| they are continually giving of- 


fence to the Jews and Gentiles 
and tothe Churchof God. He 
is telling them how they must be 
in order tuo meet the divine ap- 
proval. He wants, you to have 
such a genuine godly experience 
that you will be mellow toward 
the Jews, loving and gentle to- 
ward the Gentiles and tender 
toward the Ohurch of God. 


God wants YOU to have the 
velvet experience. This soft 
sweet experience will not chafe 
or bruise the person with whom 
you come in contact. But sacha 
beautiful experience is inviting 
and attractive. They will want 
to rub up against such a smooth 
character. They will want to 
touch you (this is meant spir- 
itual) and be with you and 
stroke you with their hand. 
They will want some of the same 
kind of goods. They will say, 
when I get religiqn I want the 
kind that Mrs.——has. She is 
aiways so kind, and gentle, and 
loving, and ready to help every- 


body in any way they need 
help. 
The velvet experience will 


never chafe or bruise, but is in- 
viting and attractive. John the 
Baptist was of this disposition. 
He receiyed the Holy Ghost, I 
suppose, before he was _ born. 
When he began to preach he was 
attractive. He remained so as 
long as he was permitted to re- 
main in public lifes’ He was so 
attractive that the whole coun- 
try went to hear him. He did 
not select a nice velvet covered 
place for his pulpit, He did not 
prepare attractive, pleasant, and 
comfortable news for his audi- 
ence. But they came out of the 
city and made their way into 
the wilderness. Something at- 
tracted the people. It was not 
pipe organs, sweet-voiced choirs, 
orchestras or fine auditoriums 


that attracted the people to 
John. \ 
In commenting upon John, 


Jesus said, ‘‘What went ye out 
into the wilderness to see? A 
reed shaken with the wind?” 
fle was speaking to people that 
had been out there. They had left 
the beautiful as and palatial 
residences of the city and gone 
icto the wilderness. What was 
the attraction? John, of-course. 
But what was the attraction? 
They had seen men. It was not 
the man, it was something that 
John was possessed with. It 
could have been his eloquence, 
but other people were eloquent, 
and they did not attract people 
so they would go ‘away out in 
the wilderness to hear their dis- 
courses. But the multitudes 
went out to see this blessed man 
of God. 


Jesus continued his inquiry 
and said; ‘‘But what went ye out 
for to see? A man’ clothed in 
soft raiment? behold, they that 
wear soft clothing arein king’s 
houses.’’ There is the secret of 
the attraction. This soft rai- 


ment was hot the outward dress, 
i : 
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because John was clothed with a|ster ssys that velveteen is “Imi- 


very coarse garment ‘‘camel’s 
hair and a leathern girdle.” 
But he was attractive, so he 


must have been clothed in a 
spiritual sense in ‘“‘soft rai- 
ment.”? We conclude he had 


the velvet experience that would 
not scratch and wound and 
bruise the people when they 
came to his meetings. 


This mighty man told the peo- 
ple of their sins, and did not 
fail to declare the truth to all 
classes, but still they thronged 
him. Jesus said, “They that 
wear soft clothing are in king’s 
houses.”” He was out in the 
wilderness in a literal sense, but 


in a spiritual sense he was in 
the King’s house, robed in the 


soft raiment characteristic of 
the place. 


And they went out to see this 
kind of aman. And they will 
go out to see you if you have the 
velvet experience. I have heard 


of some ministers that drive 
away their congregations by 


their rasping rough words and 
expressions. I hope 
not Church of God 

We must 


these are 
ministers 
have the velvet expe- 


rience. We must be gentle and 
patient and loving toward all 


men. We must give no offence 
to the Jews, nor to the Gentiles, 
nor to the Church of God. We 
must have an experience that 
will not chafe or bruise, but is 
inviting and attractive. ‘The 
world wants love. They want 
tenderness. This can be used as 
a mighty sledge-hammer to break 
the hardest heart. We are the 
children of the King, then we 
belong in the King’s house. In 
the King’s house the people 
wear soft raiment. 


Get the lesson, my dearly be- 
loved, and never be harsh or 
rough again. If you find in you 
a disposition to be opposite v0 
the velvet experience, better go 
before the Lord and consecrate 
and surrender until your dispo. 


sition is changed from that 
which knocks and bruises and 


offends, into that kind that will 
giye no offense to the Jews nor 
to the Gentiles, nor to the 
church of God. Remember you 
are the children of the King and 
must be dressed in soft raiment 
to live in His house. The Jesus 
life is to be reproduced in His 
followers. Weare His follow- 
ers and we must prove ourselyes 
worthy of the sacred position we 
occupy. 


This is a close and narrow way. 
This is a good way. The velvet 
experience in us will attract oth- 
ers this way. If we are in the 
King’s house we must have on 
the soft raiment. If we do not 
have the soft raiment we might 
find ourselves out of place in 


claiming to be the children 
of the King. If we are joint 
heirs with Jesus Christ we 


surely ought to have a disposi- 
tion like our elder Brother. How 
loving, how gentle, how care- 
ful to help the Jews and the 
Gentiles, aud gave Himself for 
the Church of God. 


‘“‘Whether therefore ye eat, 
or drink, or whatsoever ye do, 
do all to the glory of God.’’ 
(1 Cor. 10:31.) And while you 
are doing this give no offence to 
the others. Beloved, let us try 
to sweeten up our disposition and 
try to do better. This exhorta- 
tion is not to some who may 
be rough and causing offence 
only, nor because | think every- 
hody is guilty, but I am sure it 
will not hurt for us all to ex- 
amine our dress and see whether 
it has become ruffled up or 
coarse. If it is found to be the 
least bit rough it might be found 
after all to be only velveteen in- 
stead of genuine velvet, Web- 





tation velvet.” Velvet is ‘‘silk 
fabric with short, close, soft 
nap.’’ Nap is “The wooly sub- 
stance on the surface of cloth.’’ 
lt could be possible for this out- 
side substance that is so soft to 
wear off of the velveteen and 
when this 1s off it shows clearly 
that it was only imitation and 
not real. It is always sad to 
find one has only received 
an imitation of the velvet ex- 
Oan’t tell it from the 
genuine until it becomes worn. 
Bat 1t will show sometime some- 
where. And when you find vour- 
self bringing offence to the Jews, 
or the Gentiles, or tothe Ohurch 
of God it would be good to make 
an investigation of the clothing 
you have on. May be itis only 
velveteen. Paul says, ‘‘Kven as I 
please all men in all things, not 
seeking mine ownprofit but the 
profit of many, that they may be 
saved.’’(1Oor.10 :33.) There is the 
full secret. He was willing to 
sacrifice his own pleasure to help 
others. He wanted to act in 
a way to please all men instead 
of causing offence, His object 
was to save men instead of driv- 
ing them away. The velvet ex- 
perience and not velveteen. The 
genuine and not the imitation. 
That was Paul. He is a good 
example. He ealls us to follow 
him as he follows Christ.

Many of us are making good 
progress in that direction. I do 
not know of any people in the 
world that are following any 
closer than the Ohurch of God 
people. But we want to make 
improvements and get a deeper 
and better experience all the 
time. lf we have brought of- 
fence, do not doit any more. Do 
not make the same mistake 
twice. Once is enough and really 
one time too many, but do 
not do it again. In your con- 
versation, let it be seasoned with 
love and grace. In your preach- 
ing, let it be seasoned with love 
and grace. 


Remember beloved, who you 


are. King’s children, to wear 
soft raiment.

3,4.) Love others, whether 
they love you or not. Let the 
velvet experience show to others 
even if they do only show to you 
the velveteen experience. They 
may not know the difference be- 
tween the genuine and the imi- 
tation. If they only -have the 
imitation remember it did not 
cost them as much as you had to 
pay. Be patient with them and 
love them anddo not offend 
them. Youcan show them the 
difference between the velvet 
and the velveteen better than 
you can tell them. Let the velvet 
life show for itself aud sooner or 
later they wili see they have 
been cheated. The velveteen is 
worth something and looks well 
for a while, but it will not last 
like the velvet. You‘must have 
an experience that will last. We 
are nearing the end, and the 
judgment’s near, but besides this 
it is our duty to labor for the 
salvation of souls, so we need the 
velvet experience for the best 
interest for ourselves and others 
also.

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THE WORK IN GENERAL 


The Spiritual Interests of Every One Pro- 
vided For by The Assembly, 





It has only recently been dis- | 
covered by some of our brethren | 
that the Church of God is well | 
organized. It has been but a/| 
short time since the organizaticn | 
was so perfected that a year’s | 
work could be commenced with- | 
out havirg an Assembly to ar- 
range and rearrange the work. 

Truly a few years ago we would 
have been very much perplexed 
had we heen denied the privi- 
lege of holding the Assembly as 
we have been this year. But 
this year we are able to close out 
the old year and start in the new 
with but few disadvantages al- 
though we miss the great 
vention and its blessings. 


con- 


The system as completed at the 
Thirteenth Annual Assembly 
provides for the appointment of 
the overseers of states and groups 
of islands. This was* done 
promptly with the exception of 
afew that it required a little 
more time to make the selection. 
As soon as they were appointed 
they entered heartily into their 
work, arranging their districts 
and appointing their pastors and 
district overseers. This work 
has probably not all been com- 
pleted, but it will take buta 
few more days to finish it up. 

When the district overseers are 
appointed it becomes their duty 
to select their helpers or pastors 
for the local churches. The sys- 
tem provides that the female 
ministers can be appointed to 
serve as sub-pastors or helpers. 


This work is all being hastened 
on just as rapidly as if we had 
been permitted to meetin the 
Assembly. 


The system further provides 
for the pastors and deacons to 
classify and systematize the lo- 
cal work so that the spiritual and 
temporal welfare of every mem- 
ber will be carefully guarded. 
Thus the spiritual interests of 
every one is provided for by the 
Assembly, and not one will be 
neglected if the plans are fol- 
lowed. 

It has been casually remarked 
by some that they feared there 
was more time given to system 
and organization than to the 
spiritual interests of the mem- 
bers and soul saving. But this 
is a mistake. Those who make 
such remarks have probably fail- 
ed to look into the depths of the 
system as provided by the As- 
sembly. 

It has often been said that 
‘“‘what is everybody’s business is 
nobody’s business.’’ I[t is true 
in church work the same as every- 
thing else. Think of trying to 
have a Sunday school without a 
superintendent. Who would feel 
like just walking out and order- 
ing the classes to take their places 
and arrange the general work? 
Then when a superintendent is 
chosen he has to proceed with 
his organization until it is com- 
plete. When all the officers are 
selected, the classes are arranged 
and the teachers over them then 
the school is in working order, 
and the spiritual interests are 
guarded and the work of soul 
saving can be commenced. This 
work, however, will not proceed 
just like it does in a revival,

meeting, No Sunday school or 
anything else can take the place 
of an informal altar service in 
a revival meeting. But it is 
necessary to have form of gov- 
ernment and discipline to con- 
serve the work done 1n a revival 
meeting, and to stand behind it 
and urge it on, 


Long since, the » Assembly 


i marked out the duties of the ov- 


erseer of the state thus, ‘‘Each 
overseer is to have the over- 
sight of his state or territory 
(Look after the interests and 
welfare of the churches), and as 
much as possible conduct or or- 
der a general evangelistic cam- 
paign over his state during the 
year. To see that every church 
is supplied with a pastor as much 
as lies in his power.’’ This prin- 
ciple is to be followed in every 
lepartment of the church work. 
The district overseer must not 
think of allowing the year to 
pass without having a revival at 
every one of his churches. He 
may not hold the revival at eve- 
ry church himself, but he should 
see that it is held. The sub- 
pastors and helpers should take 
up the work in the same manner 
and in this way the work will be 
done. 

Besides having revivals at 
each church already established 
there is’ the new work to open 
up. The overseer of the state 
should take this into considera- 
vion and see that every minister 
in his state 1s in active service. 
If they are not needed in con- 
serving the work already éstab- 
lished they should evangelize in 
new fields. The overseer of the 
state will hardly have time to 
engage in revival work him- 
self and keep up his other work, 
but the district overseers and 
other ministers should engage in 
revival work a good part of the 
year. 

Following the system provided 
for by the Assembly every local 
church can have’ their regular 
ineetings for worship every Sun- 
day. If the pastor cannot be 
present every Sunday one of the 
(leacons should take charge of 
ihe service and conduct a prayer 
meeting and testimony service. 
Or if there is no deacon the over- 
seer should see that every local 
church has a leader appointed to 
hold the services in the absence 
of the pastor. No church should 
be without some one ap- 
pointed to hold the services in 
the absence of the pastor. 

When this plan is followed 
there is no indication of getting 
‘ther things to take the place of 
the spiritual interests and re- 
vival work. In this way the 
spiritual intgrests will 
he neglected. The main thing 
about system and order that 
inakes it successful is that it 
does not leave the work in the 


way referred to above that “what, 


is everybody’s business 
body’s business.’’ The plan out- 
lined by the Assembly provides 
for definite work where no place 
will be left to ‘‘live if it can and 
nobody care.” There will be 
somebody in every place to care 
for the work, and see that it 
moves along and is kept up ina 
good way. 


The careful organization of the 
local work should not be 
neglected. Remember the As- 
sembly has provided for the pas-

tors and deacons to classity their 
members so that each deacon 
will have a certain number to 
pray for and look after. Then 
under the deacons are to be 
helpers, and the members are to 
be divided so as not to have too 
many in the care of One person. 
Ten or twelve for one helper is 
enough. These helperse are to 
take special interest in their lit- 
tle bands; pray for them, visit 
them when convénient and en- 
courage them, write to those that 
they cannot visit, and this way 
not one will be neglected or 
lost. 


The deacons and their helpers 
are expected to keep in touch 
with every member so none will 
move away and their whereabouts 
be lost as has been frequently 
in the past. Quite recently a 
certain church tried to find a 
certain member. The name was 
advertised in the Evangel and 
every effort possible maile to lo- 
cate the lost member. Finally 
the brethren decided in business 
session to drop the name. This 
was done and a little later it was 
discovered that the sister lived 
in a short distance of the church, 
but had, through misfortunes, 
been kept from mingling with 
the members. Following the 
above system not one will be 
lost. Andif they need help, 
either spiritual or temporal, it 
is provided. 1 wish to repeat 
and emphasize that not one will 
be neglected if the plans are fol- 
lowed as provided by the Assem- 
bly.

{t seems quite plain that our 
mission here is finished and we 
go back to China to begin where 
we left Off. Fortunately we do 
not have to begin at the begin- 
ing as new missionaries, with no 
knowledge of the language, cus- 
toms of the people and a round 
of adjustments in general, but it 
is like ‘“‘going home,” and cur 
spirits are restless to get back to 
the land of our adoption.
